Summary of Helos from the Far East.

JAPAN. 
NAGASAKI, 

We take the following items of news from this port from the 
Nagasaki Express :— 

An arbitration case between the Japanese Government and 
the trustee of the estate of Glover and Co., comprising various 
claims against the Takasima Colliery, in which the amount of 
$45,000 is involved, has been occupying the attention of the 
United States Consular Court at this port for several days past. 
The case, which is being heard before W. P. Mangum, Esq., sole 
arbitrator, commenced on the 25th March, and the Court has 
since that time been daily sitting to hear the evidence connected 
with the claims. It will probably occupy some eight or ten days 
more before the proceedings are concluded. Mr. Y. Ito, Com- 
missioner of Mines at this port, represents the Government, and 
the case is defended by Mr. J. J. van der Pot, the trustee of the 
estate. 

On the 29th March the Governor and Vice-Governor of Naga- 
saki, together with the whole of the officers of the Kencho of 
every rank, assembled together at the Temple Sofukiji to cele- 
brate the restoration of peace in the Hizen ken. A tele; has 
been received by the Governor, stating that the chief rebel Yeto 
had been arrested at Chikoku. Fushiminomia, who was ex- 
pected to arrive here, will not, we understand, come to this place. 
A residence had been prepared for him in Ima-machi, on the 
outside of which appeared the crest of the Mikado, but informa- 
tion has recently been received by the Governor of Nagasaki 
that he will proceed to Tokio from Hiow 0. 

A sailing boat, with a resident of N. ecenik on board, a few 
days ago capsized in the harbour, near the Riojo-kan and Stone- 
wall, and we have much pleasure in testifying to the promptness 
and ‘celerity with which three boats were sent to the rescue from 
the above-named vessels, They righted the boat, baled her out 
and towed her to Namenohira, to the admiration of several ol 
English salts who were eye-witnesses of the whole affair. It is 
only right that an act of humanity of this kind should be pub- 
licly noticed, and we think that the thanks of the foreigners are 
due to the captain or officer of the watch who so promptly ren- 
dered assistance to the European boat in distress, 

The United States corvette Lackawanna, which left here last 
week on a cruise to search for any traces of the American steamer 
Manchu, returned again into port on the Ist April, after an un- 
successful trip. The Lackawanna left this port again on the 3rd 
April for Hong Kong, to which place she proceeds en route for 
the southern ports and India. 

Good Friday was kept as the anniversary of the birth of H.M. 
Jenmutenno, the first Emperor of Japan, and the Custom-house 
and other Government offices were also closed, and a great number 
of the native inhabitants attended at Suwa temple to worship 
him. This Emperor was born at Huga province, in the island of 
Kushiu, and conquered the whole of the islands of this Empire 
excepting the middle part (Niphon), which was still in a state of 
confusion and darkness. He ultimately conquered the remainin, 

rts of the country and took ssion of them, accom 

y his son and brothers. He killed and captured the chiefs, an 
eeekic ined a complete victory he removed the capital < 
Kashiwa in Yamato province, and was there crowned, These

CHINA.

PEKING. : 

The correspondent of the Worth China Daily News writes as 
follows :—The Peking Gazette of the 1st April appoints Chung- 
shih, President of the Board of Punishments (brother of Chung- 
how) ; Paoukeun, President of the Hanlin yuen College (a member 
of the Tsungle yamun), and two other high officials, to re-examine 
to a certain degree the students of the province of Chihli who 
last year competed for and obtained the literary degree of Keujin, 
and who will this year compete for the degree of Tsinsze. His 
Majesty also appoints six censors to watch the proceedings. On 
the following day it was announced that the Board of War had 
memorialised hi: Majesty to appoint high officials to control the 
camels and horses going with the Court to the Western Tombs. 
His Majesty had, in consequence, appointed Chung-shih, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Punishments, Cheng-lin, Vice-president of 
the Colonial-office and Right Lieut.-general of the capital, and two 
other officials, as the superintendents. 


During the afternoon of the Ist April Le Hung-chang called 
upon Prince Kung and staid with him for about three hours. 
On the 2nd April Le Hung-chang had a second audience of his 
Majesty. Next day his Excellency again had an audience of 
the Emperor. I hear that Le will leave for the Tombs on the 
7th April, three days before his Majesty starts for them. I 
must remind your readers that Le Hung-chang, besides being 
Governor-General of the province of Chihli, holds the post of 
Commissioner for Foreign Affairs for the northern ports of China, 
and in that position falls into contact with the Envoys for 
Foreign Powers coming ,to Tientsin, or via Tientsin for Peking. 

The minds of the thinking portion of the Chinese inhabitants 
of Peking are at present principally occupied with the approach- 
ing examinations for Tsin-sze, and the visit of the Imperial 
Court to the Western Tombs, but mainly, I fancy, with the first 
event. From the extracts I have from time to time made from 
the Peking Gazette, of the arrangements made by the selection 
and appointment of high officials to carry out the examinations 
for Tsin-sze, we can judge of the importance in which these are 


held by the Emperor and his Privy Council, and of their endea- ! 


vours to preserve this important national system in complete 
urity. 

i The weather during the last week has become mild, and we 
now see the peach trees in blossom, and the willows shooting 
out their leaves. Bats may be seen flying about every evening, 
and three evenings back I saw a flock of about two hundred wild 
swans flying straight north over my residence. All these signs 
denote that the cold weather in these regions has come to an end 
for the spring of 1874. 





SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 17th 


April; the French mail from London Feb. 27 arrived out on 
the 16th April. The following items of news are from the 
North China Herald :— 


The annual meeting of friends and subscribers to the Chinese 
Hospital has been held at the house of the medical officer, Dr. 
Johnston. G. F. Seward, Esq., United States Consul-General, 
occupied the chair, and there was a good attendance. After 
going through the new building, the commodious and well-venti- 
lated character of which was much admired, the gentlemen pre- 
sent proceeded to despatch the business upon which they were 
met. Dr. Johnston read a few extracts from his report, showing 
the results of the past year, and the whole was passed by accla- 
mation, with a vote of thanks to Dr. Johnston, to Dr. Hender- 
son for his co-operation, and to the Chinese Assistant Sung-foo. 
Mr. R. I. Fearon, the hon. treasurer, then presented the accounts, 
stating that the grant of Tls. 2,000 from the Municipal Council 
(the amount voted for the Lock Hospital or this alternative ob- 
ject at last ratepayers’ meeting), and various handsome subscrip- 
tions had enabled them to meet the cost of the new building, and 
left a balance. The accounts were passed, and it was resolved 
that copies of them and of the report should be forwarded to 
various subscribers, with the thanks of the meeting for their 
generous donations to the funds. A long discussion followed, as 
to the advisability of looking to Chinese patrons or patients for 





some pecuniary support. The meeting generally was against 
making any rate of charge, even for patients who might be able 

and willing to pay, but expressed its opinion by resolution that 
in an entirely voluntary way “opportunities should be given 
patients to subscribe.” The oft-discussed question of trainin 

native medical students was again brought up, and a variety o! 

offered Mr. Seward was elected a trustee, in room of Mr. Dick, 
and Mr. Glover takes Mr. Gamwell’s place on the committee. 
In answer to enquiries by the Chairman, Dr. Johnstone said ‘__ ~ 
new building would be ready for use in about six weeks, and 
that it would accommodate seventy patients with greater advan- 
tages than the old one would thirty. : 

The steamer Ping-on, so long in dock, and so much in the 
newspapers, has made a trial trip to test the value of the exten- 
sive alterations that she has undergone. She is now under 
British colours, and commanded by Captain Mooney. The altera- 
tions consisted of adding forty feet to her length, doubling her sides 
diagonally with teak, changing her boiler for that of the late 
steamer Chieftain, adding a new screw and the like improve- 
ments, the particulars of which are best known to those 
who footed her bill of costs. The result of the trip fully 
justified the utility of these changes, which were projected by 
Mr. Mackie, her former owner, and reflect credit also on her 
contractors and on Mr. Wigdon, her skilful engineer. Messrs. 
Tucker, Roberts, and Blethen, with a number of experts, 
and also a squad of dead-heads, availed themselves of 
the opportunity to learn the results of the expen- 
sive experiment. On reaching Half-way Point, the patent 
log showed that she was making over nine knots, a rate of speed 
which was, maintained throughout the trip, even when she was 
going against the tide and a strong head wind. As her screw 
was but partially submerged, it was calculated that under the 
same consumption of coal (at the rate of eight tons a day) she 
could make another knot. Her revolutions were from seventy- 
three to eighty per minute ; she answered her helm admirably, 
and, in a word, proved a perfect success, surpassing the expecta- 
tions of the most sanguine. On reaching the red buoy she 
anchored, being unable to extend her trip to the lightship in con- 
sequence of a dense fog that came rolling up the Yangtsze. On 
her return she went a short way above the Arsenal, and back to 
her anchorage in good time. 

The annual meeting of subscribers to the library was held on 
the 13th April, Rev. Mr. Butcher in the chair. The accounts 
showed that the subscribers had fallen off by one-half, chiefly 
owing, it appeared, to the opening of the club library ; and that 
the income for the present year would fall Tls. 1,000 short of the 
expenses, After discussing this unfortunate position of affairs, 
the meeting passed a resolution to the effect that, to ascertain 
whether it were: attributable to temporary depression or to a 
permanent falling off of interest on the part of the public, the 
committee be empowered to confer with the trustees of the Re- 
creation Fund, with the view of obtaining the assistance neces- 
sary to carry on the institution for a further term. The new 
committee appointed were Rev. Mr. Butcher, Dr. Macgowan, 
Messrs. Medhurst, How, Cordier, FitzGerald, and Maclellan. 

Shanghai is likely at last to have a Museum established on a 
permanent and popular basis. At the suggestion of the presi- 
dent, the North China branch of the Royal Asiatic Society took 
the matter in hand at its annual meeting in February last, and 
a meeting will be held at the library to give effect to the resolu- 
tion then passed. We understand that the trustees of the re- 
creation fund have undertaken to advance Tls. 1,500, at 5 
per cent. per annum interest, to start the scheme, while the 
Asiatic Society provide the funds requisite for current ex- 
penditure. The Museum will, in fact, be a department of 
the Asiatic Society, which will, no doubt, thus gain a large 
accession of members, especially as the annual subscription is 
only $10. It is intended, we believe, to make the Museum 
as wide in scope as possible, but the Natural History section will 
apa prove the most attractive. The Asiatic Society have 
been fortunate in securing the services of a Chinese preparator 
educated by Pere David, and who thoroughly understands the 
skinning, stuffing, and setting up of specimens. It will add a 
fresh zeal to up-country expeditions to know that we have at 
hand the means of preserving and classifying any curiosities of 
natural history which fortune may bring in our way. 

The Municipal elections continue to attract attention, and a 
number of amusing skits in the form of election addresses have 
been placarded over the Settlement.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

: SINGAPORE. 

The advices by the present mail extend ‘to the Ist May. 
The French mail from London March 27 arrived out on the 29th 
April. The following summary of news is from the Straits 
Fimes i— 
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A private letter from Penang gives the particulars of the 
death of the Rev. A.,S. Malet,¥ chaplain of H.M.S. Cudmus, 
by falling or jumping overboard from the P. and O. steamer 
droca, shortly after leaving Singapore. It appears that shortly 
after the pilot left the steamer, and when off the Cyrene Shoal, 
aman was reported overboard. The engines were stopped im- 
mediately and a boat lowered, of which the chief officer took 
ck -"e, and pulled back over the wake of the ship for about a 
ma/Zand a half, and when returning cruised across her track at 
angles, without seeing anything of the unfortunate man. After 
the boat returned to the ship the steamer’s engines were re- 
versed, and she was backed slowly over her track, with several 
men aloft on the look-out, but nothing could be seen of him, and as 
no hope remained, she then signalled “ Suicide” to the Singa- 
pore flagstaff, and proceeded on her voyage, The deceased was 
a passenger from Shanghai for Southampton, and had appeared 
during the voyage to be in a weak state of mind. It was thought 
by some on board the vessel that his watching the Malay boys 
diving beside the vessel had so possessed his mind that he had 
himself plunged overboard in imitation of them. It is, however, 
quite a3 probable, and more reasonable, to suppose that he had be- 
come giddy while looking over the rail into the water, and losing 
his balance had fallen overboard. As there is a strong under 
current where the accident occurred, it is not probable the body 
will ever be recovered. 

On the 30th March we reported a murder and assault said to 
have been committed by Bugis at Pulo Dammar. Inspector 
Richards has since been enenerd in working up the case, on the 
sight clue he obtained, with such good effect that two more of 
the murderers are now in custody, making three in all. The 
third prisoner was arrested at the Carimons ; all three have been 
taken before the magistrate and remanded. The last prisoner 
has, we understand, turned Queen’s evidence, and gives a cir- 
cumstantial account of the murder, which is also admitted by 
the other two prisoners. According to his confession, six Bugi 
were concerned in the murder, going in two boats to attack the 

Chinamen, but only four of them took an active part in the 
assault, the other two looking after the sampans. There is 
reason to hope more of the murderers will yet be secured. 

From Labuan we learn that the trial of a Malay named Bakar 
Ben Shahan, lately a clerk in the employment of the Oriental 
Coal Company, and of a-Chinaman named Ah Fat, for being 
concerned in the robbery of a large sum of mony from the Com- 
pany’s offices at Coal Point, had terminated in the conviction of 
the former. It appears this robbery had been well planned by 
Bakar Ben Shahan and others, and that he had got a key 
of the iron safe in the offices made from a wax model of 
the origimal one so far back as 1871. The iron safe was 
opened bry means of a false key in January last, and the 
money carried of within one hour. A large reward was 
offered fox any information, but we believe none of the 
money has been recovered. From various circumstances sus- 
picon was fixed on the prisoners, and two or three others 
in the employment of the company. In the preliminary 
investigation before the police magistrate the latter parties were 
released for want of evidence, and Bakar Ben Shahan and the 
Chinaman, who was said tu have made the key of the safe, were 
committed for trial before the General Court. After a protracted 
trial the prisoner Bakar was convicted of sts an accessory 
before the fact to the robbery, and was sentenced to five years’ 
penal servitude, while the Chinaman was acquitted. 

A Chinese bullock cart driver has been gored to death by his 
own bullock on the Bukit Timah-road. The animal wasa young 
bull, which after considerable difficulty was secured by four 
Klings and taken to the pound, where it was made fast. It 
continued very fierce, and would allow no one to approach, be- 
coming ungovernable at the sight of any of the police peons in 
uniform, for several days, It however, been calmed down 
by putting it on short commons, and has during the past two or 
three days permitted the brother of the deceased to come near. 

During a shower, a Chinaman passing along under the trees 
opposite the Clarendon Hotel, holding a steel-ribbed umbrella 
over his head, was struck by lightning. The umbrella, which had 
evidently attracted the lightning, was shattered into a complete 
wreck, and the electric fluid, passing down, struck the Chinaman 
in the back between the shoulders, causing only a severe blister, 
while his hand and arm were benumbed from the shock inflicted 
through the stalk of the umbrella. He was taken at once to the 
hospital, but has since been discharged, having had a very narrow 
and lucky escape. Two other Chinese near him escaped unhurt ; 
one fell to the ground apparently from fright, but on discovering 
he was uninjured, took t» his heels with all speed and was soon 
lost sight of. 

We are indebted to Mr. Condon, late passenger in the schooner 
Kate, for information as to the fate of that vessel. She was 
bound “4m the Caroline Islands to Singapore, when she was 
wrecked on the Louisa Shoal in the China Sea. The crew and 
sail were all saved, but suffered t hardships, being 

or seven days in an open boat with only a small quantity of 
water and provisions. At length, however, they made the coast 
of Borneo, where a Chinese trader named Lim Teo treated them 
with much kindness, and sent them in one of his prows to Labuan 
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where the loss of the vessel was reported to the proper authori- 
ties. We are requested, on behalf of the rescued men, to express 
publicly their gratitude to Captain Ross, of the steamer Cleator. 
This gentleman supplied them with funds, gave them a passage 
from Labuan to Singapore, and treated them with s thy and 
kindness, Our informant has not furnished us with t e date of 
the wreck. 

The brig Janet Stewart has arrived here with horses from Swan 
River. Twenty-one horses were shipped at Fremantle on the 
14th March. The vessel had a quick run of seven days to within 
three hundred miles of Anjer, when she encountered a tremendous 
gale, and was driven far out of her course. During the gale the 
horses suffered much, and seven of them died. The remaining 
fourteen, with one exception, arrived in good condition, and are 
to be sold by public auction. 

Shortly after the steamer Diomed left Hong Kong two Euro- 
peans ao from the coal-bunkers, reeking with perspiration 
and covered with coal-dust, until they were as black as negroes. 
They had, it seems, stowed themselves away unperceived in the 
bunkers, but had been literally roasted out of their hiding-place 
by the heat of the furnaces. They proved to be deserters from 
H.M.’s 80th Regiment at Hong Kong, and on the steamer’s ar- 
rival here ey were given in charge of the police, who handed 
them over to the military authorities, 

As the steamer United Service was leaving the Tanjong Pagar 
Wharf for China she fouled the British ship Janet Tavpuson ee 
davits catching in the ship’s mizzen rigging, carrying away the 
steamer’s quarter-davits and boat, and beingiag down the ship’s 
mizzen topgallantmast, but luckily doing no other damage. e 
steamer proceeded at once on her voyage. 

The cricket match between the Singapore Cricket Club and 
members of the Garrison, played at the Garrison Cricket Ground 
on the 18th and 25th April, resulted in a victory for the 8.C.C., 
who won by 137 runs. 

H.M.S. Growler put into Labuan on the 2nd April, and left 
for Hong Kong on the 4th. H.M.S. Midge arrived on the 16th 
April, and departed on the 19th for the same destination.

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THE P. AND O. COMPANY’S REPORT. 

The following is the report of the Board of Directors to be 
laid before the proprietors of the P. and O. Company at the 
sixty-seventh half-yearly meeting on the 4th inst.:— 

The directors beg leave to submit to you their report for the first six 
months of the financial year, which commenced on the lst of October 
last, the half-yearly meetings being held, in conformity with the provi- 
sions of the deed of settlement, for receiving such a report, and, when 
the operations of the period admit of it, for declaring a dividend in 
anticipation of the result of the twelve months’ working, the accounts 
for which are submitted at the annual meetings held in December. 

A tabular statement, showing the number, tonnage, horse power, and 
stations of the company’s fleet, is prefixed to this report. The altera- 
tions to be noted in the list since the last report are as follows :—The 
Teheran has been completed and despatched on her first voyage to India. 
Her sister ship, the Thibet, will be launched shortly. Of the two re- 
maining paddle-wheel vessels, the Delta and Muassilia, the former dis- 
appears from the list, having been sold to the Japanese Government, 
The Candia, recently employed in connection with the Ashantee Expe- 
dition, has been paid off, and being no longer suited to the company’s 
requirements, has been advertised for sale by public auction. The 
directors are glad to state that no accident of importance has occurred 
to any of the company’s vessels. Two sister vessels, of 2,600 tons and 
450-horse power, built by Mr. J. Laing, of Sunderland, and engined by 
Messrs. R. and W. Hawthorn, of Newcastle-on-Tyne, have been pur- 
chased by the company, the first vessel having just left the builders’ 
hands, and the second not being completed. The first steamer, named 
the Kiva, is now returning from Calcutta, and the second, named the 
Kashgar, will be despatched to India within the next three weeks. 
These vessels were originally intended for a mail service of another 
company, between London, Antwerp, and South America, and possess 
all the requisites for this company's work. 

The Sumatra and Mongolia have resumed their places on the active 
list. The Geelong, Malacca, Sunda, Surat, and Poonah are in the 
builders’ hands. The first three vessels will shortly be completed, after 
which the Avoca and Bangalore will be laid up to receive new machinery, 
and to be otherwise improved. A contract has been made fur new 
boilers to be supplied to the China. The Deccan's engines were re- 
cently disabled by the breaking of the forward cylinder, and the di- 
rectors considered it better, instead of repairing the damaged ma- 
chinery, to make arrangements for supplying her at once with com- 
pound engines, by which her consumption of coal will be materially 
reduced, while her carrying capacity will be increased. 

As stated in the last report, the directors have been in negotiation 
with Her Majeaty’s Government for permission to run the company’s 
steamers with the heavy portion of the mails through the Suez Canal, 
in the same manner as similar services have been performed for the last 
four years by the French, Italian and Austrian packets. The company 
have based their proposals to the Government upon a general improve- 
ment of the mail services, and an acceleration of the mails to an extent 
varying from twenty-four to forty hours. These negotiations have not 
yet been closed, but in the meantime the Company's steamers have 
passed regularly through the Canal. The passages have been performed 
most successfully, and the improvement in transit thua effected has 
been thoroughly appreciated alike by shippers and passengers. 

The result of the company’s operations, in so far as it can be esti- 
mated, does not appear quite so favourable as at the corresponding 
period of last year, and the directors can only, therefore, recommend 
an interim dividend at the rate of 5 per cent. perannum. The revenue 
of the company has been fully maintained, but with an increase of 
working expenditure, more especially in the Suez Canal and Egyptian 
Transit dues, owing to the extent to which the company have been 
compelled to use the Canal to meet the requirements of traffic. 
The warrants for the dividend for the half-year will be payable on and 
after the 24th inst. 





THE FLOGGING OF A BRITISH VICE-CONSUL. 

The American newspapers received this week contain details of the 
brutal outrage on the British Vice-Consul at Guatemala and of the 
summary punishment of his persecutor. The World of the 18th inst., 
in a special despatch dated the 2nd May, says :—‘ Immense excitement 
has followed the arrival of the Pacific Mail steamship Arizona at this 
port, with news that Mr. John Magee, British Vice-Consul at San José 
de Guatemala, had received 200 lashes, and that his brutal treatment 
had been avenged by the assassination of his persecutor. General 
Barrios, President of Guatemala, has promptly disavowed the outrage, 
and no doubt will meekly pay such indemnity as Great Britain shall 
determine. The circumstances of this outrage are as follows :—~ 


“Mr, John Magee, British Vice-Consul at San José de Guatemala,

who is personally one of the most popular officials on the coast, hud 

incurred the enmity of Colonel Gonzales, the Commandant at that port, 

Mr. Magee held a semi-official Government position, which placed him 

out of the Commandant’s jurisdiction, and this increased the dislike of 

the latter. On the 24th of April the steamship Arizona arrived at San 

José, and, providentially, this was the day that Colonel Gonzales had 

fixed upon for venting his wrath on Mr. Magee. Early in the morning 

he summoned the Vice-Consul before him, and when the latter excused 

himself on the ground of lameness, sent a file of soldiers with orders to 

bring Mr. Magee ‘ dead or alive.’ Accordingly the sufferer was t sweat 

in on a cart, insulted, struck in the face with the butt of a pistol, im- 

prisoned, and ordered to receive 400 lashes. At four P.M. the surgeon 

of the port protested that it would end in the victim’s death The 
Consular Agent of the United States, Mr. James, presented a written 

protest, under his official seal. Gonzales brutally replied that he 

would not only administer the punishmeut, but would shoot him at 
four o'clock the next morning, and afterwards put to death every 
foreigner in San José. Mr. Magee was brought out from his dungeon, 

thrown upon the ground, and a soldier sat upon his head, while four 
others sat upon his hands and feet. After his coat and vest had been 

stripped off 200 lashes were administered by four soldiers, the Com- 
mandant sitting by and keeping tally. At this point Mr. Magee be- 
came insensible, and the rest of the flogging was put off until the fol- 
lowing day. Then the Commandant drank whisky, plundered the 

British Cousul’s office and the houses of other foreigners, and all night 
long kept a drunken orgie with his soldiers. Occasionally he went to 
where Mr. Magee was confined, and putting a pistol to his head asked 
his victim how he would like to die, and if it were not best to put him 

out of his misery. Colonel Gonzales had seized the telegraph, but 

during the excitement Mr. Moncrieffe, the agent of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, managed to make his escape, and telegraphed to 
the capital for aid and protection. General Svlano was: despatched at 
once with 100 soldiers, and at 8 A.M. was near Sam Jose. Mr. Magee 
in the meantime was made ready for punishment, lout, hearing that aid 
was near, suggested to the Commandant to make his escape to the 
Arizona, promising him a letter to insure his protection. The Consular 
Agent also promised to go with him. Gonzales eiagerly accepted this 
offer, but as svon as the letter was written tried to persuade his men 
to shoot Mr. Magee. They refused, and he made his escape in a small 
boat with three men, and accompanied by Mr. Jauzes. In the mean- 
time all had been excitement on board the Arizona. The passengers 
wanted to go on shore and protect Mr. Magee with such arms as they 

had. They would have gone to their death if they had ventured. 

There were ten field-pieces on the wharf also that cowered the Arizonaas 

she lay at anchor. Fortunately, Captain Morse, who was in command, was 

able to restrain the excitement in a measure, and would allow no one to gu 

on shore. When news came that the Commandant was about to seek re- 

fuge in the Arizona, everybody's feclings were wrought up to the highest 
point of tension. Captain Morse laid his plans admirably. His otticers 
aud men were armed and surrounded the gangway. It was the inten- 
tion to seize Gonzales, tell him that the ship's authorities could not be 
answerable for his life unless he released Mr. Magee, and then to send 
on shore for that gentleman. Then, protection would have been 
afforded to all parties. Fate ordained otherwise. "The boat that held 
Gonzales neared the ship's side. The gangways were crowded with 
passengers, many of whom were ladies. Mr. James stepped on deck, 
the Commandant followed, cool and wary, and had got halfway up the 
plank, when a shot was fired from the guards, wounding him. He 
stepped back into the boat and seized an oar, two ot her shots followed, 
and.one was returned from the boat. Then the bsoat pushed off to 
shore, and when it touched, the wounded man rose and walked into the 
town, which he was made prisoner by General Sulano. Mr. Magee was 
considerably bruised, but not seriously hurt. Fortunately for him, the 
soldiers did not make their blows as heavy as the Commandant desired. 
He was able to be on board the Arizona before she started, and was 
cheerful, though suffering acutely.” 


Guatemala advices of later date affirm that Gonzales is to be flogged 
and shot. 





OUTRAGE BY ARABS UPON ENGLISHMEN. 

An outrage on two Englishmen by Arabs is reported. On the 25th 
of November last Mr. Charles Hamilton was visiting ig to do a 
little shopping, and looking at the ruins of Tel Basta, the ancient 
Phe-Bushti of Scripture, and while he was quietly riding on his donkey, 
accompanied only by the donkey-boy, about four miles from Zagazig, 
near a village called Sherwenda Nahurme, suddenly he heard the 
donkey-boy cry out, “ Kabea-kelp!” which means in English “ Large 
dog, or wolf,” and Mr. Hamilton saw a large animal, wounded and 
bleeding, passing through the dhoum, or Indian corn. Directly after- 
wards he heard an English voice calling in his native tongue for help, 
as if the person were in great distress, Mr. Hamilton immediately 
turned in the direction of the voice, and at a few yards distance he 
saw a number of Arabs beating a Mr. Clark in a most fearful manner. 
He went to try and help the victim, as he imagined he had gained 
some influence from his many years’ travel in foreign and barbaric 
countries ; but before he could make many. steps to his assistance Mr. 
Hamilton was knocked down with a gunstock, beaten almost to death, 
and bound back to back with Mr. Clark, and they then were dragged 
along, being beaten with a large nabob, a stick of considerable size 
which the Arabs use in husbandry. To use the words of their own 
Government doctor, whom he saw, “ Any other than a strong English- 
man must have died under such savage treatment.” All the Europeans 
who saw Mr. Hamilton declared him to be the most beaten and 
shattered man they had ever seen alive. Mr. Clack was also dreads 
fully beaten, but, being a slighter-made man, he escaped with less 
damage from the blows. Mr. Clark and Mr, Hamilton were released 
and their lives spared by the timely intervention of a French 
gentleman and a Greek. This happened un Mr. Hamilton's going 
through Egypt on his return from Abyssinia, where he had been into 
the Boghas country, the new possessions of the Viceroy of Karen.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH. 
IONIDES V, PENDER. 

This was an action on policies of insurance, which raised a highly 
important question as to insurance of profits expected from a commer- 
cial adventure and the effect of over-valuation of the profits on goods 
insured. The action was on three valued policies of insurance on goods 

womission on guods, &c., shipped on board a vessel called the Da Cupo. 

e case was tried at Guildhall, before Mr. Justice Hannen and a special 
jury, when the jury found a verdict for the defendant. A rule nisi for 
a new trial was afterwards obtained on behalf of the plaintiff, on the 
grounds of misdirection by the learned judge, and that the verdict was 
against the weight of evidence, and the question now argued was 
whether the rule should be made absvlute and a new trial granted. 
The insurance in question was effected on gvods, profits, and cum- 
mission, for a voyage from Hamburg to Wladiostuck, on behalf 
of two persons named Wernike and Dieckmann, the latter having 
chartered the ship. A large number of insurances were effected 
on their behalf with various underwriters and insurance com- 

panies, and in the result, spirits, cigars, haberdashery, and other 
goods of various sorts were insured for about £16,000, the cost 
price of which, with 25 per cent. added for profit, had been between 
£11,000 and £12,000. The ship and freight were also insured, but it 
was not suggested that there was over-insurance on ship or freight. 
The ship sailed on the 2nd of May, 1871, and after meeting with vari- 
able weather, foundered from some unexplained cause, on the morning 
of the 18th of May, about 200 miles from Madeira. The weather on 
that and the preceding day was fine, and the crew rowed in their boats 
to a barque called the Occun Belle, which was a few miles distant from 
the Da Capo. The captain stated that he had felt a shock, and it was 
suggested that the ship had struck against a submerged piece of wreck. 
It appeared, however, that no one else on board had felt the shock ; and 
evidence was given by the defendants that a space had been left in the 
hold, by which it was easy for any one desiring to do sv to get at the 
bottom of the ship. The plaintiff explained the alleged over-insurance 
by evidence that Wladiostuck was a new port at which, if the ship had 
aafely arrived, there would have been practically a monopvly for the 
sale of the goods, and that the spirits especially were highly valued 
because a duty was about to be imposed, which these spirits were 
shipped early enough to escape. The defence raised at the trial by the 
underwriters was that the ship had not been lost by _ perils 
of the sea, but had been fraudulently cast away by the 
captain in collusion with the assured, the goods having been 
over-insured, and further that the policies were avoided by the 
concealment from the underwriters by the assured of material facts, 
such facts being that the goods on board the Da Cupo were to an ex- 
cessive amount over-valued and over-insured. In answer to questions 
put to them by Mr. Justice Hannen the jury found (1) that the vessel 
was not lust by perils insured against ; (2) that there was not sufficient 
evidence for them to say whether she was made away with by barratry 
of the master or by collusion between the master and owner or char- 
terer, or at all; and (3) that whether fraudulent or not there was a 
concealment by the assured from the underwriters of facts material to 
be known by them ; and finally they said that they wished to find a 
verdict for the defendant. On these findings the verdict was entered 
for the defendant, and the question now argued was whether the verdict 
was to be setaside. It will beseen that there were two important ques- 
tions,—first, what was the effect of the jury’s finding as to the cause of 
the loss ; secondly, was there a concealment which avoided the pulicies ? 
The evidence was extremely voluminous, and in the course of the argu- 
ment it was suggested by the Court that the arguments should 
be confined to the question of concealment which, if decided in 
favour of the underwriters, would conclude the case. It was argued 
on behalf of the plaintiff that on the evidence given at the trial the 
jury ought not to have found that the over-valuation and over-insur- 
ance were excessive, or that there was any concealment from the under- 
writers ; but, further, that even assuming these facts against the as- 
sured, still, in the absence of fraud, which had not been found by the 
jury, concealment of the fact that the subject matter of insurance was 
over-valued and over-insured was a concealment mercly of a collateral 
matter, and not of a fact material to the risk, and therefore did not 
avoid the policies. On the other hand, it was contended on behalf of 
the defendant that the verdict of the jury was right upon the-evidence, 
and that where in a valuation for insurance a margin is allowed by the 
assured for profits greatly exceeding that which an underwriter might 
reasonably suppose had been done, that was a fact which ought to be 
communicated to the underwriter, as affecting the risk by giving it a 
speculative character, and at the same time diminishing the inducement 
to the assured to exert himself for the safety of the goods, and holding 
out a temptation to dishonesty. 

The case was argued before Justices Archibald, Blackburn and Lush, 
and Justice Blackburn delivered the judgment of the Court. My 
brother Hannen’s direction, he said, may perhaps have been tvo favour- 
able to the assured, as it made the question of excessive valuation de- 
pend on whether the valuation was so high as to amount to a wager ; 
but the plaintiffs cannot object to it, and we think that the evidence 
was sufficient to justify the jury in finding that the valuation of the 
spirits, at least, was excessive, according to the definition thus given, 
80 that the finding cannot be considered as against the evidence. The 
finding that the excessive valuation was concealed from the underwri- 
ters was impugned on the ground that the statement in the German 
valuation amounted to a disclosure that the valuation was excessive. 
As to thjs, however, the learned Judge assumed that the defendant's 
representative had knowledge that the valuation was for profits, how- 
ever high. But he asked the jury to consider whether that was a 

disclosure that there was an excessive valuation in the sense in which 
he had explained it—that is, on an estimate of profits formed 
with the knowledge that it had no real foundation. The jury must be 
taken to have found that it was not such a disclosure ; and we cannot 
ay they were wrong. The finding of the jury that the concealment 
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was material was impeached, both on the ground that it was against 
evidence, and that of misdirection ; as it was contended that the judge 
ought to have told the jury that the fact of an excessive valuation was 
not one which the assured was bound to disclose. It is well under- 
stood that a concealment of a material fact in a case of insurance, 
though without any fraudulent intent, vitiates the policy. But is the 
obligation of disclosure limited to facts that are material to the risks 
considered in their own nature ; or does it extend to all that may be 
deemed material by the insurer, and would be likely to influence 
his decision! It is certain that a knowingly false representation 
of a matter which, though extraneous to the risks, may affect 
the judgment of the underwriter will vitiate the policy, and 
there is a decision of the House of Lords to that effect. But 
Duer (an eminent author on insurance) lays it down as the most 
reasonable opinion that those facts only need be disclosed which are 
material to the risks in their own nature ; and it was argued before us 
that the nature of the risk—i.e., the strength and seaworthiness of the 
ship, and the probability of encountering storms on the voyage, and so 
forth—were not in the least atfected by the amouut at which the goods 
were valued, which no doubt is trne. The underwriter is not liable for 
any loss occasiuned by fraud of the assured, and it was argued, there- 
fore, that the objection which an underwriter might have to take a risk 
on account of the temptation which the assured might have to make 
away with the venture ought not to be taken into account. Whether 
or not Duer would have gone so far as this is not clear; but if he would, 
the Courts of America have refused to follow him, as appears from a 
case in the Court of New York, which was cited. It is to be observed 
that the excessive valuation not only may lead to suspicion of foul play, 
but that it has a direct tendency to make the assured less careful in 
selecting the ship and captain and to diminish the efforts which, 
in case of disaster, he ought to make to prevent or diminish the 
loss ; and it cannot, therefore, be properly called altogether ex- 
traneous to the risks. But we would hardly base our judgment 
on so speciala ground. We agree that it would be too much to 
put on the assured the duty of disclosing everything which might in- 
fluence the underwriter’s mind. Business could hardly be carried on if 
this was required. But the rule laid down in “ Parson on Insurance,” 
that all should be disclosed which would affect the mind of a rational 
underwriter governing himself by the principles and calculations on 
which underwriters in practice act, seems to us a sound one ; and there 
is nothing in Duer contrary to it. Applying it to the present case, there 
was distinct and uncontradicted evidence that underwriters do, in 
practice, act on the principle that it is matorial to take into considera- 
tion whether the over-valuation is so great us to make the risk specula- 
tive. It appears to us a rational principle. We think, therefore, that 
the Judge could not have done otherwise than leave the question to the 
jury, and that their finding on it was not against the evidence. We 
desired the counsel to contine themselves to the plea of concealment, 
leaving it for further discussion whether that would dispose of the cage; 
and we leave it to counsel on both sides to consider the effect of our 
judgment upon it. 

(This, probably, has reference to the course the parties may think 
proper to take with reference to an appeal, for which purpose they 
might desire to argue all the points. But we believe that, as the matter 
stands, the effect of the decision is actually that the verdict stands for 
the defendant, subject to appeal.] 
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Major-General H. Renny, C.S.I., Colonel F. E. Drewe, and 
Lieut.-Colonel J. H. F. H. Hudson are to return home from 
Ceylon. Captain W. P. Mortimer, the present Deputy-Assistant- 
Adjutant and Quartermaster-General, will succeed Colonel Drewe 
as Brigade Major. 

Two changes in the commands of vessels on the China station 
are gazetted. Commander the Hon. E. S$. “Dawson (1869) is ap- 
pointed to the Dwarf, vice Commander Bax ; and Commander 
R. H. Warris (1870) to the Elk, vice Commander Barnett. 

It is reported on good authority that Vice-Admiral Chads has 
been selected as the successor of Vice-Admiral Shadwell in the 
command of the China squadron. 

















Her Majesty's ships Narcissus and Endymion have been ashore at 
Palermo. On the Yth inst., two days after leaving Malta, the Topaze, 
while under steam, deliberately—so runs the letter--ran into the Nar- 
cissus, carrying away all her starboard boats and side gear. On the 
next day the Narcissus and Endymion touched the shore, and had a 
narrow escape. It was expected on board that in consequence these 
ships would go to Malta to be docked, but their subsequent arrival at 
Cagliari, reported by telegraph, shows that they did not go to Malta, but 
proceeded on their voyage home. 

The terms of the repurt of the Officers’ Memorial Commission have, i 
is said, been settled. Their recommendations, it is believed, will be to 
the effect that officers who entered the Army before the abolition of 
purchase shall receive £450, the value of an ensign’s commission, and 
that they shall have the power of disposing by will of the balance of 
the value their commissions would have been worth under the old 
system. 

The receipts of the Royal Naval Scripture Readers’ Society have 
never, since the commencement of the operations of the society, been 
so great as this year. On the China and Japan station, we learn, there 
is hardly a ship in which there is not one or more earnest supporters 
of the cause, and in one ship there are no less than twenty. 

The Rinaldo, from the China station, left Malta harbour on the 14th 
inst. for Gibraltar and England, to be paid out of commission, but 
subsequently put back, having carried away her mainyard in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Island of Linosa. 

Lieut. A. E. McMurdo is appointed to the Dwarf, Lieut. E. P. Hocker 
to the Avon, Lient. C. H. Herring to the Curlew, and Lieut, A. 0. H. P. 
Lowe to the Thistle, on the China Station.

THE REPORTED MASSACRE OF CHRISTIANS AT 
TONGQUIN. 

WE notice in some of our French cotemporaries rather 
startling accounts of an outbreak and massacre got up 
against the villages of native Christians in the northern 

rovinces of Cochin-China. If we may accept the versions 
orwarded from the scenes of the persecution by the Roman 
Catholic missionaries it is the literati (Jettrés), the semi- 
official, semi-religious students connected with the Govern- 
ment colleges, ah have planned the attacks upon their Ro- 
man Catholic fellow-countrymen, and who have headed the 
rabble in their expeditions of bloodshed and pillage. This 
seems probable enough, if we may believe, what has cer- 
tainly been a “thing not generally known,” that in Tong- 
quin as in China, an influential wide-spread sect or class of 
literati really exists. For ourselves, we had hitherto sup- 
posed the institution to be exclusively Chinese. Be that as 
it'may, in the face of the various, detailed, and authentic 
particulars which have already appeared in print, we cannot 
deny that there must have lately been some very deplorable 
disturbances in more than one of the provinces of Tong- 
quin, and that the native Christians have been the special 
objects of the popular fury. Thus Monsigneur Croc 
has sent word from Cochin-China that, “as a conse- 
“quence of the French expedition to Tongquin, the 
“lettrés rushed upon the Christians with a fury truly 
“ diabolical. In our Mission we number 80,000 con- 
“verts, and in the space of a few days 10,000 of these 
“‘ were burned, drowned, or beheaded. . . . I have myself 
“no hope of escaping death.” From another source we 
learn that in many places a crucifix was laid across the 
street, and any Christian who refused to outrage his own 
conscience by leaping over it was pitilessly cut down. 
Several Roman Catholic villages were sacked, and in them 
not even the women or the children escaped the sword. 
In one passage we read that “so many villages have been 
“burnt down that 25,000 Christians find themselves, in 
“ the month of February, without a house for shelter, with- 
“ out rice to eat, and with the prospect of having escaped 
“death by violence only to perish of starvation.” The 
material losses thus incurred have been estimated to exceed 
a quarter of a millionin English money. Fourteen priests’ 
houses, five convents, seventy churches have been destroyed 
by incendiaries, and a general massacre was anticipated. 
The persecuted Christians were flying to the caves and 
forests in the mountains, and to rocky fastnesses along an 
ironbound coast ; and even in these places of refuge CUN 
and Mat, two of the lettrés, who had been condemned to 
death for similar outrages in 1868, and afterwards respited, 
were gathering together a company of evildoers that they 
might hunt down and massacre “ the followers of a perverse 
religion, the allies of France.” Intelligence a fortnight 
later in date only confirms the previous melancholy tidings. 
Missionaries who had to fly for their lives from the scenes 
of their labours reached Saigon on the 27th of March, and 
implored the French Admiral to intervene. They described 
how the outbreak began with the murder of two Roman 
Catholic servants on the 25th of February, how three vil- 
lages were burnt the same day, and their inhabitants put 
to the sword, how slot-hounds were used to hunt down the 
fugitives who sought shelter in the jungle, and how those 
who were caught among the rocky defiles along the sea 
shore were burnt at the stake, ‘In several places an 
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“entire family was seized ; father, mother, and children 
“ were then bound together with bamboos, and in this con- 
“ dition set adrift on a raft in the river.” Even miracles 
were not unknown, for “out of the multitude of corpses 
“ thus lashed together in groups of six or eight, and floating 
“in the current of the main stream, not one, to the as- 
“tonishment of all the world, exhaled any disagreeablet 
“ stench.” » 
It is not necessary to give further details, but if the 
published particulars are only substantially correct, there 
took place in the dominion of Tongquin during the latter 
part of February and the beginning of March a con- 
certed massacre of the Christian communities which raged 
unchecked throughout every province of the Empire, and 
which swept off thousands of the innocent and the helpless 
by the most cruel deaths which a savage populace could 
devise. This, at least, is the version supplied by the Roman 
Catholic journals; but though we have now reached the 
close of May there has, as yet, been no confirmation of the 
story published from French official sources. We shall 
hardly be charged with an ill-advised incredulity if we pre- 
dict that should the real facts ever come to light it will be 
found that a great deal of the sensational descriptions of 
which we have just supplied some samples are based on 
the exaggerated tales of terrified refugees, enlarged still 
further by the excitement, distress, and alarm natural to 
those poor priests whose flocks were being persecuted, and 
whose own lives were not secure. There are three sides to 
this story. There is the version of the sufferers, that is 
already before us ; there is the account which the Cochin- 
Chinese officials may have to supply ; and, finally, there is 
the French official statement. Neither of the two last has 
yet been made known, and public judgment cannot fairly 
be pronounced until all the facts are disclosed. It is to be 
noted that in spite of the violence of the outbreak nota 
single French priest is described as having been injured ; 
and though some priests’ houses and churches were burnt, 
these may have been in the custody of native priests for 
anything we yet know to the contrary. The miraculous 
events to which we have already referred will not 
strengthen the general belief in the narrative. As to the 
barbarous details described, these are by no means unlikely 
to have occurred, for Asiatics, however gentle and mild in 
their ordinary moods, are ungovernably cruel, delighting 
in the most revolting refinements of barbarity and tor- 
ture when once their passions have been aroused. On 
the other hand, if all this violence and bloodshed— 
the result of long previous organisation, and continu- 
ing unchecked for many days—really occurred as eye- 
witnesses profess to describe it, we wonder at the calm 
business-like diplomatic negotiations which were all the 
time being carried on between the French officials and 
ambassadors from Cochin-China. A solemn treaty was 
ratified at Saigon on the 15th March, and a clause was 
specially introduced into it providing that an indemnity of 
1,000,000 piastres should be paid by Tongquin to Spain, 
but not a word is said about the much more serious 
damages due to the burnt out Christian communities in 
Cochin-China ; and yet was there no French gunboat 
cruising off the Songkoi and neighbouring coasts which 
might have carried the news of the outbreak of February 
to the Admiral at Saigon? Another strange circumstance 
is the apathy of the Tungquinese officials. Surely Tu- 
DUC and the governors who rule over his provinces are not 
so mad as to think that the French will let such outrages 
as these go unpunished. If they meant to resist France 
they would levy war against her openly, but after having 
sent an embassy to Saigon to agree upon a treaty, they 
know well enough that to permit at that conjuncture an out- 
rage upon the native Christians would only make France 
exact harder conditions than before. Amid these strangely 
contradictory considerations a suspension of opinion 
seems the wisest course. If there be truth in the tale 
further particulars cannot long be delayed ; but this much 
we may safely say, that should the French want the sup- 
port of public opinion before actually annexing Tongquin, 
they are most likely to obtain it by getting up a tvilling 
story of the massacre and torture of missionaries and their 
flocks ; while, on the other hand, if there be any question 
more than another which gives rise to irritating squabbles 
between European officials and native potentates, it is that 
which turns so frequently upon the claims of the Roman 
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Catholic missionary to exclusive control over his own com- | 80 as to prevent the traffic from being interrupted by the frequent in- 


munity. Extra-territorial rights are essential for the pro- 
t2ction of Europeans in Asiatic States, but when the French 
priest, as is too common, claims the same extra-territorial 
privileges for each of his converts—the born subjects of the 
ruler of the country—he lays a trap to catch a “ persecu- 
tion,” and very often he succeeds. 


Lorp STANLEY of ALDERLEY’S remarks on present-taking 
in the Straits elicited the satisfactory announcement from 
Lord CARNARVON that the Indian rule on that subject was 
to be forthwith restored in the Colony. As regards Sir 
Harry Orb, the charge was not denied ; the defence was, 
that the colonial prohibition extended only to receiving 
presents from the inhabitants of the Colony, and that Sir 
H. Orp’s presents had come from independent princes—a 
dagger from the King of SIAM, and “ one or two” arms 
from Rajahs, all of no pecuniary value. If this be the 
whole truth, and “two or three” worthless weapons are the 
only presents ever received in the Straits by Sir H. Orp 
or his family he has been much maligned, and the Straits 
people must have lively imaginations. Certainly, never 
was so much smoke produced by so little fire. We con- 
fess, however, that we miss everything like an assurance 
that the dagger which was thought worthy of a printed 
description for home use, and the “ one or two” other arms 
complete the cabinet of presents. The man who is charged 
with horse-stealing would hardly be thought to meet the 
accusation completely in confessing that he took the bridle. 
Some people would say it looked like an admission that he 
had taken the horse and saddle also. 


M. DEspPREZ, Political Director, and M. Meuranp, Di- 
rector of Consulates at the French Foreign-office, have been 
instructed by M. le Duc DEcazEs to negotiate for the new 
commercial treaty between France and the Birman Empire. 
The “ Pourparlers,” with H.E. GLINMAHAMENTHA Say, 
chief of the Embassy now in Paris, will begin at the end 
of the present week. 


H.E. SAMESHIMA, Japanese Minister in Paris, has, we 
hear, been raised to the rank of Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary, and will probably present his 
credentials to the PRESIDENT this week. 





BARON VON RICHTHOFEN ON RAILWAY COM- 
MUNICATION WITH CHINA. 

At the sitting of the Geographical Society at Berlin on the 11th 
of April a highly interesting paper “ On the most Favourable 
Route for a Railway between China and Euroye” was read to the 
meeting by Baron von Richthofen, and created such a favourable 
sensation that it was unanimously agreed to have it reprinted 
from the Transactions of the Society and published as a separate 
pamphlet for the general information of the public. 


He commenced his remarks by pointing out that as soon as the 
Atlantic and Pacific had been united by the great trans-continental 
railway in America it was natural to foresee that public attention would 
soon be turned towards a similar undertaking for connecting Europe 
with Asia, the more so as if it was deemed feasible and expedient to 
open up a communication between the eastern and western coasts of a 
country containing scarcely more than forty million inhabitants to save 
the long and tedious voyage round Cupe Horn or the inconvenience of 
a transhipment of goods by the shorter route of the Isthmus of Panama, 
how much more important to the commerce of the world and the welfare 
of all nations as well as the progress of civilisation by placing the four 
hundred millions of the East in direct communication with the three 
hundred million inhabitants of the West. In the present advanced 
state of science engineering difficulties could all be easily surmounted, 
and the whole subject was reduced to a question of pounds, shillings, 
and pence. With regard to the best route to select opinions differed, 
and there are two projects in the field, both of which have their sup- 
porters. The first of these, which may be termed the Russo-German, 
proposes Nijni-Novgorod as the starting point, because it is the most 
advanced station towards the East, and already in railway connection 
with the rest of Europe, taking advantage of the line approved of by the 
Russian Government and about to be immediately commenced and 
carried through the defiles of the Ural mountains to Tjumen on the 
Eastern side of that chain and a good distance into the flat steppes of Si- 
beria. When this extension is completed one-half of the distance between 
Calais and Peking will beaccomplished. It is then proposed to continue 
the railway in the same direction through Omsk, Tomsk, and Irkutzk to 
the Chinese frontier at Kiachta, and thence through Mongolia to Kalgan, 

» which may be called the gate for entering China proper, and s0 on to 
“' Peking. Tempting as this line may appear at first sight, it is not without 
itedrawbacks. It is true that the country to be passed over is generally 
level, with the exception of the mountainous regions in the vicinity of 
Irkutzk and from Lake Baikal to Kiachta ; but op the other hand there 
are some formidable rivers in Siberia to be bridged over and embank- 
ments made to ensure the line being built on a sufficiently high level, 
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undations. Another objection to the proposed route is to be found in 
the paucity of towns of any importance, the long distances of unbroken 
steppe to be passed, the absence of a dense and industrious population, 
the possibility of the interruption of the traffic by the inclemency of 
the weather during the winter, which may be said to last one half of 
the year, and the important item of the geological formation of the 
country affording not the slightest chance of ever discovering coal, 
which implies the necessity of bringing that indispensable generator of 
motive power from a great distance and at an enormous addition to the 
prime cost of the article ; and finally, in fixing on Peking as the termi- 
nation of the line it may ensure the traffic of goods from ‘Europe to 
China, but it could have but little effect on the exports of native 
produce, unless extended down to the tea and silk producing districts, 
and in fact to the coast and shipping ports generally. The second pro- 
posed route, which may be called the English project, takes India with 
its population of some 250 millions as the.central point from which the 
railway should radiate in two directions,—to the North-east and China, 
and the North-west and Europe, both of which would involve an enor- 
mous outlay and the surmounting of unknown engineering difficulties 
from the mountainous nature of the country, hitherto but very im- 
perfectly and only partially explored. It will soon be known if the 
plan of making a railway to India, either by way of Asia Minor 
and Persia or the route recommended by M. de Lesseps through the 
valley of the Amu-Darya and Peshawar is practicable, with the scientific 
and geographical knowledge we possess at present ; but the Baron con- 
siders the Eastern branch scheme to be quite out of the question, and 
may be at once dismissed as impossible of realisation. The most ad- 
vanced Eastern terminus of the Indian railway is Dacca, situate in the 
Delta of the Bramaputra, from which it is no doubt possible to extend 
the line either to Sudya or to Ava and Bhamo. But in both cases the 
railway would run into a cul-de-sac; for the nearest place in the level 
part of China which it must be the object to reach is I-tchang-fu on 
the Yang-tsze river, and the distance from that place either to Bhamo 
or to Sudya is as great as from Berlin to Constantinople, whilst one can 
only form an idea of the mountainous character of the intervening 

country by imagining a succession of the wildest parts of the Alps 
filling up the space between the two last- mentioned capitals. 

Having disposed of these two lines to his own satisfaction as 
totally impracticable, the Baron comes forward with a project 
of his own, in favour of which it must be confessed there is a 
great deal to be said. To a person taking his stand in China 
and looking towards the West, the most natural direction for 
a railway would be, he says, the ancient trade route from 
Si-ngan-fu through Hami to Kuldja. The first-named place is the 
capital of ths Province of Honan, and is situated on the Hwang-ho, 
commanding easy acccss to all parts of the immense alluvial plain between 
that river and the Yang-tsze, extending to the great modern emporium 
of Shanghai, and including most of the Treaty ports on that part of the 
sea-board. Taking, then, Si-ngan-fu as the point of departure, the road 
lying to the north of the Kwen-lun range of mountains, the traveller 
first comes to Lan-tschou-fu (according to the German orthography), 
the capital of the Province of Kan-Su, a distance of 1,470 li, or 370 
miles ; thence to Su-tachou, 1,450 li; from Su-tschou to Hami, 1,560 li; 
from Hami to Barkul, 330 li; and from thence to Kuldja, 3,210 li; 
total distance 8,020 li. As 250 li go to an Equatorial degree of longi- 
tude, the above would be 1,921 English geographical miles. This is the 
Chinese gate to the extensive high-level plateau of Central Asia. Whilst 
the Chivese never attempted tu make conquests in the North or South 
for the increase of their territory, it has been their policy for more than 
two thousand years to guard this gate with the greatest jealousy, and 
prevent any one entering it without their special permission. With 
regurd to the nature of the country it does not appear to offer any 
great difficulties, as all accounts agree in the statement that the native 
traders perform the journey seldom on camels. but mostly in wheeled 
vehicles, which can be hired ata very moderate charge. Thus a two- 
wheel cart drawn by two mules and capable of accommodating two 
persons and the driver, besides 700 lbs. of luggage or goods, or 1,100 lbs. 
of merchandise without passengers, may be hired at Si-ngan-fu for 
Tis. 64, or about £22, and perform the whole journey to Kuldja with 
great regularity in eighty days, including stoppages. The most difficult 
part of the road is probably thesection between Si-ngan-fu and Lan-tschou- 
fu, where a high chain of mountains has to be crossed ; but it may be 
inferred from the great distances between the halting stations and the 
mode of transit employed that the gradients are not severely steep, par- 
ticularly on the western slopes. It would certainly be possible, and 
even easily accomplished, to construct a railway from Hami to Yarkand 
parallel to the course of the Tarim or Erguo, which loses itself in the waters 
of Lake Lop; but that again would only be a cul-de-sac, as the continuation 
of the railway would be stopped from further progress by the insurmount- 
able intervention of the Belur Tagh, the Hindoo Kush, and other off- 
shoots of the Himalaya proper, whilst to the south the Kwenlun ran, 
effectually blocks up any exit from that quarter into India. The only 
practicable extension of the railway to Europe would thus be to go on 
to Kuldja, as above indicated, from which the Altyn Imel Tau might 
be crossed in two directions, either by following down the course of 
the Ili, or by the pass of the Tschugutschak, which is used by the 
natives as the key of communication to the west. In both cases the 
railway would descend to the comparatively level country of the 
Khirgese Kaizaken, through which flows the Yrtish in a northerly 
direction to Semipalatinsk and Omsk, at which latter place it would 
fall into the Russian Siberian railway system. The advantages to be 
gained by adopting his proposed route the Baron considers obvious. 
In the first place, the railway would follow the shortest and most 
direct road between Europe and China, and enter the latter by the only 
practicable opening from the west, and which has always been used by 
the traders in Central Asia. The access from the plains in the eastern 
provinces of China is not difficult, by all accounts, though it must con- 
tain a certain quantity of clefts and fissures from the nature of the 
formation, which is soft and porous, being what the German geologists 
call Loess. There are no large rivers to be bridged over, with the 
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®xception of the Hewang-ho, and nowhere would the line be exposed 
to floods and inundations, whilst the climate, though perhaps raw and 
cold in the mountainous; regions, is of such a temperate character that 
there is no fear of snow falls interrupting the traffic. With regard to 
density of population, the proposed line of route is not much better 
off than the greater part of East Siberia ; but it has this advantage 
over it, that it contains many important trading stations, and is crossed 
in all directions by roads, over which the produce of China—especially 
brick-tea and silk—is conveyed to the various countries of Central 
Asia. Thus from Lan-tschou-fu a road diverges to Si-ning-fu, by 
which China produce is conveyed to Kokonor and Thibet, and another. 
to Ning-hia-fu, leading to the Ordos country and parts of Mongolia. 
Putting aside the lesser stations of Liang-tschou-fu, Kan-tschou, and 
Su-tschou, Hami and Turfan would be important places,—the former 
for the trade with Yarkand, and the latter for the traffic to Uliassutai, 
Kobdo, and a number of other centres of commerce to the north of 
the Tien-shan mountains. But what gives the greatest importance 
to the proposed route and recommends it to most especial considera- 
tion is the geological element and its unlimited coal-seams. The Baron, 
who in the course of his researches and travels in China has traversed 
it in all directions, was deeply impressed with the extent and _rich- 
neas of the coalfields to be found in the provinces of Shansi, Shensi, 
and Kansu, and asserts that none others in any part of the world can 
for a moment be compared to them. Every province north of the 
Kwen-lun mountains contains an inexhaustible supply of this fuel, and 
the quality is most excellent, From thence to Hami, and from Barkul 
along the northern foot of the Tien-shan as far as Kuldja, coal is every- 
where found cropping out on the surface, and is extensively and gene- 
rally used as fuel, whilst it does not exist on the south side of that 
range, the inhabitants being obliged to content themselves with dried 
grass and the stunted trees that grow on the slopes of the mountains. 
As in China the conveyance of coal is seldom or never to a greater dis- 
tance than twenty or thirty miles from the pit’s mouth—for with the 
rude and imperfect means of land transit at their disposal to send the 
article to a greater distance would not cover the expense—these 
unbounded coalfields would not only provide the railway itself with 
the requisite supply for the use of their own locomotives, but could not 
fail in time to open up a new branch of trade and industry by carrying 
coal to other districts, and thus tending further to develop the re- 
sources of the country and introducing a hitherto unknown article of 
consumption into their home markets. The Baron was credibly in- 
formed in China—and from his own personal observations he believes 
it to be perfectly true—that nowhere is there a break in the coal 
formation of more than a hundred miles all along the proposed line, 
thus affording an inexhaustible and practically uninterrupted supply of 
fuel for every station, from the eastern slopes of Shansi to the extreme 
western point at Kuldja on the river [li—that is to say, embracing no 
less than thirty degrees of longitude. 

In proposing and arguing in favour of the railway from the Eastern 
part of China to Si-ngan-fu and thence to Hami and Kuldja, as the 
natural and sole practicable route, Herr von Richthofen considers his 
mission accomplished and the geographical part of the question con- 
cluded ; he therefore modestly disclaims any intention of offering any 
suggestions as to the further course of the railway, only insisting on the 
expediency, and even necessity, of the line from the East forming a 
junction at Kuldja with that which he advocates as the Chinese 
portion. 

We may here remark as a proof of the interest taken in the 

roject of railway communication with China by the public in 

ussia, that the Baron’s plan has already been translated into 
Russ and extensively circulated by the principal orzans of 
the press at St. Petersburg and Moscow ; and we cannot but 
consider it a significant sign of the intentions of the Czar and 
his Government that a fresh expedition has just been organised 
to examine closely into the Baron’s project. This expedition is 
under the command of Captain Sossnowsky, of the Imperial 
Engineers, who has with him a topographic draughtsman, a 
photoerener and an escort of Cossacks. They travel first to 

rkutzk, Kiachta, and Peking, and from thence to Si-ngan-fu 
and Hankow, afterwards passing up the river Han to Mienhien 
and thence to Kuldja, surveying the in the mountains men- 
tioned above, and the valley of the Vrtish from Semipalatinsk 
to Omsk. We may therefore expect some important scientific 
results combined with a practical view of the projected railway 
from the personal observations of an officer of high repute for 
intelligence, zeal, experience, and scientific attainments. 
Visionary and premature as any project for such a gigantic 
scheme may appear at the present day, it is doubtless only 
a question of time, and its execution depends chiefly | 
on earlier or later development of the circumstances of China | 
and accommodating themselves to the modern improve- 
ments of civilisation and progress as practised in the West. 
Many people may think that it is as yet far too early to discuss 
such an important question as Baron Richthofen’s project when 
we know the strong Conservative opinions of the Chinese and 
their objections to any innovations. It is quite true that in this 
respect they differ vastly in their national character from their 
neighboara the Japanese, who rush headlong into the manners 
and customs of the foreigners, in many cases without the display 
of any judgment or the power of distinguishing the good from 
the bad. But on the other hand it must be borne in mind that 
when an extraneous idea has once taken root in China there is 
no retrogression, and it remains a fixture there for ever ; so that 
the introduction of any novelty, if militating against their 
national customs and prejudices, must of necessity be gradual 
and slow. The native merchants in the seaport towns have 
already learned to appreciate the importance and convenience of 
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the electric telegtart, and only last year the Chinese Govern- 
ment gave a signal proof of their recognition of the benefits 
to be derived from steam navigation, not only by a State Docu- 
ment, but by the practical support they granted in the formation 
of a Chinese Steam Company. So it will in all probability be 
with railways ; ce west que le premier pas qui codte, and judging of 
the future by the experience of the past we may expect some 
day, when their prejudices are once fairly overcome, to see the 
country covered with a network of railways, for which it is 
so pre-eminently adapted, and containing, as it does, an inex--. 
haustible supply of easily attainable fuel of excellent quality, and 
cheaper than in any part of Europe. It is impossible to predict 
when that period may arrive; it may be deferred for years, or 
it may happen to-morrow. Every improvement that has been 
introduced into China of late years has been forced on the inha- 
bitants, but their practical good sense teaches them to appreciate 
to its full extent the pecuniary advantage they derive from them. 
We, therefore, consider ourselves justified in anticipating the 
same from the introduction of railwaysin China, and when once 
the ice is broken, and the prejudices are removed, we may con- 
fidently expect that the opening of the first railway will be the 
signal for creating a spirit of enterprise second to none that we 
have witnessed in Europe ; for strategical, political, and com- 
mercial considerations would all combine to make the construc- 
tion of a railway from Si-ngan-fu to Hami and Kaldja, to form 
a junction with the Russian system at the latter place, one of the 
most important problems for the solution of Chinese statesmen, 
and there would be no insurmountable difficulties for the execu- 
tion of this great work, though perhaps many people may at first 
be startled by the magnitude of this gigantic undertaking.

| and ten mouths, three had been there one year and nine months, 


one had been there one year and six months, and one had been 
there six months. I have not a List of later date by me, but I 
do not think that things have much improved since 1872. Were 
the residence of etudents strictly limited to two years I am sure 
that they would not find the time hang on their hands, as eight 
or ten hours a day is not too much to give to the study for that 
period. But after that it is not necessary to give so long a time, 
and the “ hope deferred ” of promotion no doubt makes the heart 
too sick and weary to pursue any study with earnestness and 
pleasure. Ido not presume to take upon myself to say who is 
responsible for this, but I am sure that many of the bad habits 
and the listlessness which you state to exist in the Consular Ser- 
vice are traceable to the long period of enforced idleness at 
Peking. Other causes there are which make those who can do 
so glad to leave the service, and which dishearten those who re- 
main ; and of these the principle of reducing the pay of the 
higher posts, as they become vacant, and thus removing all 
stimulus to exertion is the most active.—I am, &c.,' :

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 


Hamsourea, May 26. 

The Prussian Chambers were closed last week without any flourish 
of trumpets, but in a sober and business-like manner, by the President 
of each House reading the Royal commission and proposing three cheers 
for the King, who is not at Berlin, but on the Rhine. But there are 
other indications of the approach of the dead season, and the only 
cloud on the political horizon is the unsettled state of France and the 
dangers resulting from it. But if the French are mad enough to pro- 
voke war a second time they will find the German army equal to the 
occasion, and even better prepared for offensive or defensive hostilities 
than was the case in 1870, for though the German press is prohibited 
from publishing any details on the subject, I am enabled to state on 
high authority that great activity prevails not only in the War-office 
at Berlin, but in all the provincial headquarters. It does great credit 
to the new Minister for the War Department that as soon as the late 
squabble about the numerical force of the peace establishment was 
finally settled, he did not let the grass grow under his feet, but issued 
his orders the very next day, not only for the new organisation of the 
peace establishment, but also with reference to the reserve forces 
the Landwehr. A great improvement in the arming of the infantry 
has to be recorded ; the old Zundnadel-Gewehr or needle gun, which 
has done good service for more than thirty years, and particularly in the 
revolutionary war of 1848, the two wars with Denmark, the short cam- 
paign of 1866—called the seven days’ war—in Bohemia, and the " 
memorable war with France in 1870, is now superseded by an invention 
made by an artillery officer of the name of Mauser, and named after 
him. As soon as a batch is got ready it is distributed to the different 
regiments, that the men may accustom themselves to the new weapon, 
which is described as being greatly superior in its effects to the needle 
gun as an arm of precision and for rapidity of firing as well a8 su

announce that the whole of the needle guns have been sold to the 
Chinese Government, and will be delivered up and shipped off in the 
same proportion as the Arsenals are able to furnish the German army 
with the new Mauser gun. At the same time the Government has 
concluded a contract with Herr von Carsten-Lichterfelde, who under- 
takes the purchase of old ordnance and other artillery stores for nine 
million rei:hsmarks, subject to the approval of Government as to the 
re-sale on his part. 

The negotiations for greater postal facilities between Germany and 
British India, alluded to in my last letter as having been opened at 
Berlin, have been concluded in the most satisfactory manner, and a 
convention was signed on the 9th inst. by the German Postmaster- 
General, and Mr. Monteath on the part of the Indian Government, and 
after due ratification on both sides is to come into operation on the 1st 
January next. The postage for a single letter from any part of Ger- 
many to any part of India will be reduced to six groschens if prepaid, 
and eight groschens unpaid. : 

Captain Baron von Schleinitz, of the German navy, hitherto em- 

ployed in a civil department of the Admiralty, is appointed to the 
command of the screw corvette (razelle, now fitting out at Kiel for the 
expedition to the South Sea to observe the transit of Venus. Ker- 
guelen Island is the spot fixed on for the erection of the Observatory. 
The corvette is under orders to leave Kiel on the Ist of July, and after 
the performance of this service she will proceed to China, where she is 
to remain on that station for some time. The captain has already left 
Berlin to commission the (razelle and superintend her being got ready 
for sea. When Captain Cook discovered Kerguelen Land, not being 
aware that it had been previously seen and named by the Dutch navi- 
gator whose name it now bears, he called it the Island of Desolation. 
As it is not inhabited and lies half way between the Cape of Good 
Hope and Australia, the corvette will have to remain there whilst the 
observatory is being erected and taken down, and supply the members 
of the expedition with food and other necessaries during the interval. 
The Gerinan Parliament has fully recognised the importance of the 
expedition, and made no difficulty about voting the sum of 152,000 
reichsmarks to defray the expenses. The scientific members are Dr. 
Boerger, the director of the Observatory at Wilhelmshaven ; the astro- 
nomer, Dr. Weineck, a Hungarian by birth ; the zoologist, Dr. Studer, 
of Bern ; the photographer Bobzin, and the mechanician Krille, both 
natives of Mecklenburg. It may be highly interesting and important 
from a scientific point of view, but from Capt. Cook’s description of the 
island it will be anything but a party of pleasure for the members.

Your readers at Singapore will no doubt be pleased to learn that the 
former German Consul at that port, Herr Othmar von Mohl, sun of the 
celebrated Professor of State and International Law, and for a long 
time representative of the Grand Duchy of Baden in the former German 
Confederation at Frankfort, is now definitively appointed to be the 
Cabinet Secretary of Her Majesty the Empress of Germany, which 
office he filled hitherto provisionally. It will be remembered that this 
gentleman went out last summer as Consul at Singapore, but in conse- 
quence of the sudden and unexpected death of Dr. Brandis, the Cabinet 
Councillor of the Empress, he was recalled to Europe to undertake the 
duties of that office provisionally, and—as far as I remember—before 
he had been officially installed in the Consulate. Previous to his ap- 
pointment at Singapore, Herr von Mohl had been employed for some 
time in the Consulate-General at New York. 

The German corvette Nymphe, just returned from the China station, 
in passing through the Great Belt on her way to Kiel, got on shore, 
but was assisted off, and arrived at her destination without having suf- 
fered any damage. At the time the accident happened the vessel was 
in charge of a Danish pilot, so that no blame attaches to the captain or 
the officer of the watch. 

At a special general meeting of the shareholders in the Makler Bank 
of Hamburg, held in this city last week, it was unanimously resolved to 
reduce the wdrking capital by one-half, in consequence of which the 
directors give notice of their readiness to redeem such shares, with 40 
per cent. paid up, a8 may be offered them to that amount, at the rate 
of 96 per cent., with interest at 5 per cent. per annum.

COMMERCIAL. 

This being holiday time, business is almost totally neglected, and 
there is but little to report to-day. In the course of last week, how- 
ever, there was more animation in the Rice market, the prices being 
low. There is no alteration in the valuc of Teas, but a fair amount of 
business was done at former rates, the sales by importers consisting of 
1,124/4 chests and 3,474/8 do, of Congou, and 253 packages of Souchong.

annual interest has decreased from f.36,000,000 to £.27,000,000. The 
population being in the meanwhile augmented, the debt is only 
now f. 270 per inhabitant. Let me add that during the period named 
1,000 kilometres of railway line have been constructed on account of the 
State without adding to the debt. I need not say that this enormous 
financial sucoess is mainly due to the “ squeezing” system introduced 
in Java, and that it is the Javanese who have made our nation a rich 
one, or literally a less poor one. 

I hear that the members of the Second Chamber will re-assemble on 
the 2nd of June. They should have met this week, but a delay became 
necessary because the newly appointed Minister of the Naval Department 
is not yet ready with his Budget (he will havea very hard task to 
fulfil), whilst the Minister of the Home Department is still busy with his 
Bill to subsidise private railway undertakings. The last month of the 
session is not likely to be very fruitful in legislation. Nothing is heard 
about the Liberal programme, which some time ago was s0 pompously 
announced as a basis for the re-union of the Liberal party. 

I sincerely regret to record the death of Dr. W. Bosch, ex-inspector 
of the medical service in Java. He was seventy-six ycars old, and died 
at Arnhem. For several years he was one of the warmest opponents 
of the culture system, and he founded the Society for the Welfare of the 
Javanese. He wasa coeur cl'or,a good man in the best sense of the 
word, willing to sacrifice all he possessed for his convictions. His death 
is a great loss, and the Javanese will miss a sincere friend. 

It creates much surprise that the Government still continues to 
enlist recruits in Switzerland for the East India army, notwithstanding 
that our agents are prosecuted by law in that country.

Monetary and Commercial, 





The favourable statements published with reference to the 
revenue of Japan have influenced purchases of Japenese Loans, 
which have consequently advanced. The Nine per Cent. Loan 
closes at 106 to 108, the Seven per Cents. at 95 to 97. 

Messrs. Oppenheim, Nephew, and Co. have contracted for the 
remaining half of the Seven per Cent. Egyptian Loan of 
£32,000,000 introduced in 1873, the first half (£16,000,000) 
having been entirely absorbed. Under their arrangements 
with the Khedive the firm had the option of deferring their 
decision as to taking the remainder until October, but, looking 
at the benefit to be derived by the Egyptian Government 
from being put at once in possession of the means of paying 
off its outstanding floating liabilities a prompt arrangement 
has been resolved upon. The issue is not likely to cause any 
financial inconvenience on this side, about £7,500,000 sterling 
having been already advanced to the Khedive, and the balance 
being required only for the redemption of Treasury bonds. 

Messrs. Baring Brothers invite applications for £400,000 in Six 
per Cent. Bonds of the Eastern Railroad Company of Massa- 
chusetts, at the price of 924 per cent., bearing interest from Ist

An action has been tried in the Supreme Consular Court of 
Constantinople, brought by “ The Chartered Mercantile Bank of 
India, London, and China, against Joseph Joshua.” The follow- 
ing is a summary of the case :— 

The defendant, who formerly carried on business at Singapore under 
the style of “ Joshua and Brother,” subsequently resided at Damascus, 
and is at present in England. While in Singapore he banked with the 
plaintiffs. Business was carried on after his departure under the same 
style, Raphael, the defendant's brother, continuing as one of the 
managers, and in course of time “ Joshua and Brother’ had over-drawn 
its account with the bank to the amount of £90,000. Proceedings were 
taken against the defendant asa partner. The defendant had raised 
various preliminary objections, which protracted the litigation, and 
which were decided against him, and he failed also in an attempt to 
cast off his liability to the jurisdiction of a British Court by setting up 
that he wasan Ottoman subject. The case now came into court on 
the substantial issue as to the debt, to which the defendant pleaded 
that he was the sole person who constituted the finn of Joshua and 
Brother, and that he never had any partner whatsoever, and conse- 
quently was not interested in the so called firm after his departure from 
Singapore. Considerable evidence on this point was taken before a 
commission at Singapore, and affidavits had also since been made pro é& 
con. ‘This evidence was carefully and succinctly reviewed by the judge, 
who decided that it was overwhelminglyin favour of the existence of a 
partnership, which the defendant had not renounced, and fur the debts 
of which he was, therefore, liable. Judgment was accordingly given 
for the amount claimed with interest and costs. 

The price of Bar Silver has slightly receded, and the quotation 
is 58 9-16d. per ounce standard.
